Education in Kentucky. 

Kentucky has a history with as much 
of tragedy and romance, of fascination 
and inspiration as has any State in the 
Union. Every reader appreciates what 
Daniel Boone and Abraham Lincoln did 
for the mountains and blue grass of 
Kentucky, but few understood even 
faintly how many phases of Kentucky 
life have represen ed foresight and he- 
roism, energy and pluck, patriotism 
and culture. 

In the eighteenth century provisions 
was made for county academies, ea^h 
county in the Stale uliimaiely receiving 
0,000 acres of land to provide a fund to 
aid in the support of an academy in the 
county. Not even Massachusetts had 
such a counly vision in the eighteenth 
century. 

In 1821 was passed an act to establish 
a "Literary Fund," and not even Gov 
ernor Chilton, of New York, or Gover- 
nor Wolfe, of Pennsylvania, ever voiced 
more brilliantly the need of public ed- 
ucation than did Lieutenant Governor 
W. T. Berry and his committee asso- 
ciates in 1821. 

Here is a paragraph — 
Popular education is the proof 
which sustains free institutions, 
and the lever which overthrows 
the oppressor's throne. Happi- 
ly, we are not laboring to under- 
mine a fabric of despotism; but 
to remove the work on which 
tyrants build. Il was not Cae 
sar that overturned the liber- 
ties of Borne — it was ignorance. 
It was not Nap:>leon that made 
France a despotism — it was ig- 
norance. 

That extended report contains corres- 
pondence with the ablest men in Ameri- 
ca, many of whom wrote an educational 
classic. That was almost a hundred 
years ago. The letter of the venerable 
ex-president of the United States, John 
Adams, far into the eighties, is a worthy 
companion piece to the letters received 
from Thcmas Jefferson. In 1837, when 
Hjrace Mann was ready to devote him- 
self to the public school cause in Massa- 
chusetts. Kentuckv set aside a million 
dollars as a public sceool fund. 

In 1833, following close upon the laws 
of Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 
Kentucky established a State Board of 
Education, the same law they now 
have, and established the office of State 
Superintendent. Kentucky was one of 
the very first Slates in the Union to 
take those two fteps. 

In ls:J8, before the Normal School was 
opened — at Lexington, Massachusetts — 
the first State Superintendent of Ken- 
tucky. J. J Ballard, made an appeal 
for a State Normal School. 

That Kentucky did not realize her 
educational ideals of those early days is 
due to the variety and violence of prob 
lems which she had to face With the 
delays and iheir causes, we do not con- 
cern ourselves. 

Each of the nineteen State Superin- 
tendents has worked for edncational ad- 
vance and each achieved something of 
which he and his descendants may well 
be proud, but circumstances and per 
sonality have made three administra- 
tions stand out conspicuously for their 
nob!e accomplishments. 

Students of the educational history of 
Kentucky must always give first place 
to the administration of Robert Jeffer- 
son to Breckenridge, D. D. LL. D , from 
1817 to 1853. It was he who made the 
public school system a "free public 
school system." 

Second place will always be given to 
Hon. Zachary F. Smith, 1807 1871 
Breckenridge had written the word 
"free" into law but during the war and 
immediately after the war money was 
sadly lacking. It was the noble mission 
of Mr Smith to provide for the perma- 
nent financing of the "free" school idea 

The Lhiari place will always be ac 
corded to lion. J. C. Crabbe, LL. D., 
now presideni of the Eastern Slate Nor- 
mal School ai Richmond v It was Mr. 
Crabbe who lifted the people of the en 
tiro Slate up lo the Common Free 
School idea and support. More than 
one hundred and fifteen years ago the 
fathers of Kentucky had the first coun- 
ty unit vision in the New World, but it 
was one hundred years before Dt. Crabbe 
breathed into that idea the breath of 
life. He was the genius and the mas 
terfulness that developed the "whirl- 
wind campaigns" of 1008 and 1909. 
awakening a popular demand for ad- 
vanced educational legislation, the 
greatest change in public sentiment id 
two years that has evur been known in 
any Slate in the Uuion. Most fortun- 
ately the present State Superintendent, 
Barksdale Hamlet, has been able and 
willing to continue the perfection of the 

educaiional system of Kentucky

WEEKLY WAR REVIEW 



To relieve the strain on Serbia, 
pending the time allied troops of suf- 
ficient weight can reach the Balkan 
front, the entente powers have launch- 
ed attacks against the Teuton and 
Bulgarian armies, now threatening the 
Serbian , forces. The past week Italy- 
launched a> general offensive along 
the Tyrol and Trentino frontiers of 
Austria; allied warships, including 
Russian vessels, have battered the 
Bulgarian ports in the Aegean, and 
Russia has increased the pressure on 
the eastern front and by a coup of 
combined land and sea operations has 
iiung men and guns on the coast of 
Courland, ninety miles northeast of 
Riga, thus menacing the rear of Gen- 
eral Von Buelow's army. 

What progress the British and 
French troops are making in their ad- 
vances northward from Salonica, 
Greece, to the relief of Serbia la still 
withheld, and there are misgivings in 
many quarters' that Serbia never will 
he saved in this way. Greece's ap- 
1-arent authentic demand that allied 
soldiers, to insure her safety, rather 
than allied concessions to expand her 
dominions, constituted her price for 
aligning herself against the central 
powers and Turkey, carries the im- 
plication that she regards the forces 
landed at Salonica as far from ade- 
quate for the purpose. 

Roumania'8 stipulation governing 
her entry into the war in behalf of 
the entente powers, has. according to 
report, narrowed to a similar, though 
more specific, demand for 400,000 al- 
lied troops to insure her against in- 
vasion. 

That the Serbians' position is grave 
is the opinion prevailing at London. 
With this admission there is develop- 
ing daily an increasing rancor over 
Greece's attitude, coupled with de- 
mands that the allies do not allow her 
policy to drift, while there is a possi- 
bility of her turning against the en- 
tente. 

The Bulgarians, though hampered 
by bad weather, are driving further 
into the Interior of Serbia, while 
the Austro-Gerraan forces on the 
north and east frontiers are maintain- 
ing terrific pressure and moving slow- 
ly forward. 

Russia claims that the German 
drive at the Baltic port of Riga has 
been halted. The situation on the 
western front remains unchanged.

CAY OF THANK SGIVING 

Duly Designated by President Wilson, 
Who Issues Proclamation. 
Washington, Oct. 22. — President Wil- 
son, in his proclamation designating 
Thursday, Nov. 25, as Thanksgiving 
day, called attention to the fact that 
the United States has been at peace 
while most of Europe has been at war. 
"We have been able to assert our 
rights and the rights of mankind with- 
out breach of frienship with the great 
rations with whom we have had to 
deal," said the president He invites 
the people throughout the land "to 
cease from their wonted occupations 
on Thanksgiving day and In their sev- 
eral homes and places of worship ren- 
der thanks to Almighty God." 

The president says further: "Our 
ability to serve all who could avail 
themselves of our services in the 
midst of crises has been increased, by 
a gracious Providence, by more and 
more abundant crops: our ample 
financial resources have enabled us to 
steady the markets of the world, and 
cur pecple have come more and more 
to a sober realization of the part they 
have been called upon to play In a 
time when all the world Is shaken by 
unparalleled distresses and disasters."

Washington, Oct. 23. — An official 
list of the missing members of the 
crews or the two German auxiliary 
cruisers interned at Norfolk, issued 
by the navy department, shows that 
of a total of 785 officers and men, one 
commissioned officer, two doctors and 
sir warrant officers have broken pa- 
role. Not one bluejacket Is missing.

ROUTE OF THE ALLIES CUT OFF WARNINGS REPEATEDLY ISSUED 



Austro-German Forces Begin a More 
Vigorous Offensive In the North, 
Crossing the Danube Near Orsova. 
Russian Troops Landed In Courland 
Re-embark — Hindenburg Striving to 
Reach the Dvina. 



London, Oct. 25. — An official dis- 
patch from Sofia states that the Brit- 
garlan army has taken Uskup. an im- 
portant junction on the Salonica- 
Nish railway, and has thus placed 
itself across the route by which the 
allies' reinforcements for the Serbs 
would travel. The Austro-Germans, 
1e the north, have begun a more vig- 
orous offensive and have crossed the 
Danube near Ossova. This brings 
much nearer the linking up of the 
armies of the Germanic allies and I 
those of Bulgaria and the opening of 
thf way through Bulgaria to Constan- i 
tinople. 

Success is not being achieved with- i 
cut heavy losses, as the Serbian vet- ; 
erans, well intrenched in their moan- • 
tains, are offering stubborn resistance 
and are making the invaders pay a j 
big price for every mile of country in- ; 
vaded. 

French troops are fighting beside 
the Serbs in the southeastern section, 
and reports from Athens Aays that 1 
other steps are being tak$n by the 
allies to help their small partner. 
Additional troops are being landed at 
Salonica, Bulgarian ports in the 
Aegean and Black seas are being 
bombarded and it is believed tl it * 
men and munitions will be sent to 
Serbia by still another route. With- 
out the active co-operation of Greece 
and Roumania, however, the allies, it 
is feared here, will not be able to do 
much for some weeks. 

.The Russian troops who have land- ! 
ed at Domeness, Courland. have, ac- ' 
cording to Berlin, re-embarked. If j 
this is so, it is probable that the land- ! 
Ing was intended as a diversion, in 
the hope of drawing German troops j 
from the Riga and Dvlnsk regions, 
where very heavy fighting is still ttt 
progress. 

There is no news of Field Marshal t 
Von Hindenburg's drive toward the 
Dvina, southeast of Riga, but north- | 
we«t of Dvlnsk he has made another j 
attempt to reach the river and claims 
to have forced the Russians^ from 1 
their positions, inflicting grear losse3 
on them and taking nearly 3,000 pris- 
oners. Illoukst. which has figured 
prominently In all the recent commu- 
nications, has been captured by the 
Germans. 

The persistence with which the- 
Germans are attacking in thl- region 
shows the importance they attach to 
the capture of Dvinsk and Riga and 
the line of the Dvina river before 
winter sets in. 

On the rest of the eastern front the 
Russians continue their isolated at- 
tacks, which are designed to prevent 
the Germans from establishing a line 
of Intrenchments such as they suc- 
ceeded in doing before Warsaw last 
year, after the first attempts to take 
the city failed. 

Except for a few attacks by the 
GermanF, the fighting in the west has 
consisted for the most part of artil- 
lery engagements and some exciting 
contests between the air men. 



English Woman Said to Have Been 
Principal Agent In a Plot to Enlist 
Belgian Soldiers — German Women 
Executed In France For Similar 
Offenses — Statement of. the German 
Foreign Undersecretary. 

Amsterdam, Oct. 25.— The follow- 
ing Berlin dispatch was received 
here: 

"As the foreign press 1b discussing 
in an incorrect and exaggerated man- 
ner the execution of Edith Cavell for 
war treason the facts may again be 
stated. | 

It was proved after a long trial that 
the sentenced persons had for some 
months been engaged in assisting 
Belgians of military age to enlist in 
hostile armies and French and Eng- 
lish deserters to escape the country. 
They had many helpers and organ- 
ized branches. The governor gene. .1 
repeatedly issued warnings that se- 
vere punishment of such action was 
unavoidable. The guilty persons 
were sentenced in public sittings, ad- 
cording to the law based on the Im- 
perial penal code and the military 
penal code for war treason and es- | 
pionage. 

"No special law exists for Relgium. [ 
No so-called usage of war influenced 
the verdict. The accused for the 
most part admitted guilt and acknowl- 
edged that they were aware of the 
severe penalties they were risking. 
Edith Cavell was the principal agent 
in a plot to enlist Belgians. In re- 
gard to tin assertion that she. in the 
course of her profession, unselfishly 
tended other persons, it may be point- 
ed out that she earned her living by 
nursing, charging fees which were 
within the means of the rich people 
only. Women also have been exe- 
cuted in France. For instance, last 
March, when the German Margaret 
Schmidt was executed at Nancy, 
and in May, when the German, Ot- 
tilie Moss, was put to death at 
Bourges." 

* Dr. Alfred F. M. Z ! .mmermann. Ger- 
man under secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, also issued an explanation of 
the recent execution in • Belgium of 
Miss Edith Cavell, the British nurse. 
He prefaced his remarks by the dec- 
laration that he had examined every 
jot and tittle cf the evidence with the 
greatest care and found the verdict, 
though regrettable, to be just. 

Dr. Zinimermann says: "The result 
is so convicting and all the clrcum 
stances are so clear and convincing 
that no coitrtmartial in the world 
would have reached any other deci- 
sion. For it concerns not the act of 
one single person, rather it concerns 
a well-thought-out. world-wide con- 
spiracy which succeeded for nine 
months to render the most valuable 
services to the enemy to the disad- 
vantage of our arm. Countless Brit- 
ish, 'Belgian and French soldiers now 
again are fighting in the allied ranks 
who owe their escape from Relgium 
to the activity of the band now sen- 
tenced, at the the head of which stood 
Miss Cavell."

Tex., 
titate that the entraining of Carranza 
troops there and at Laredo, for ship- 
ment through the United States to 
reinforce the Agua Prieta garrison, 
has commenced. The troops, unarmed, 
will be escorted by United States sol- 
diers through American territory and 
should reach Agua Prieta Tuesday. It 
Is said that ammunition was shipped 
from El Paso to the Carranza garrison 
at Agua Prieta. 

The movement of the Carranza

Thirly-six years ago, on October 21st, 
Thomas A. Edison gave to the world 
t tie first successful incandescent elec- 
tric lamp. Last year a movement was 
started to celebrate October 21st as Ed- 
ibon Day throughout the country. Since 
then this date will be stamped indelib- 
ly on the minds of everyone as the birth 
day oT the greatest single achievement of 
this world genius. 

Up to the very day, thirly-six years 
ago, when Edison announced ihe dis- 
covery of the new lamp, the greatest 
scieniisls and inventors in the world 
said repeatedly that ihe incandescent 
elecirtc lamp was an impossibility. 
But Edison proved that it could be 
done, as he had witlt a hundred other 
supposed-to be-imposssble things, and 
L'ave io the world its first commercial 
electric lamp bulb. 

On October 21st a nation honored the 
man who has done so much to enlarge 
our working day, to banish night and 
thus increase the scope of industry aod 
art. 

Of the hour of victory, the birth of 
the Edison Lamp on October 21, 1S70, 
Edison says: "We sal and looked, and 
ihe lamp continued to burn, and 
tho longer it burned the more facinat 
ed we were. None of us could go to 
bed, and there was no sleep for over 
f .rty hours. We sat and watched it 
with anxiety and growing elation." 

The discovery of the inoandecent 
lamp was but a small part of the task 
which confronted Edison in those busy 
davs. It was necessary for him to pro- 
duce a complete lighting system with 
lamps, conductors, insulators, measur- 
ing instruments, dynamos, ewiichboards, 
etc. 

There was no dynamo, or generator, 
suitable for Edison's new lighting sys- 
tem, so the first thing he did was to go 
work and invent a new and belter gen- 
erator than the electricians had ever 
dreamed of before. There were no 
steam engines large enough, or fast 
enough, to run the new generators, so 
Edison helped the steam engineers to 
devise aod make new and better engines. 

The Clemmon's Board BilL 

That the meager board of Rankin 
Clemmons, the eccentric millionaire 
landowner, who died last summer, in 
Payette counly, and of his old blind 
horse, which was Mr. Clemmons only 
livestock, and other personal attentions 
to them was worth $3,200 for twenty-six 
months is denied by W. F. Rogers and 
John Larkin, administrators of the 
Clemmons' estate, in replies which they 
filed to claims set up by David Cawby 
and Reuben Winkle, aggregating over 
43.200. Prom March 1, 1913, until the 
lime of his death two months later. Mr 
Clemmons made his home with Mr. 
Cawby, a tenant on one of the Clem- 
moos' farms near South Elkhorn, and 
Mr. Cawby now presents a claim of 
93,200 for board, attention, keep of his 
horse and labor and materials alleged 
to have been furnished by him to the 
old man who owned about 7.000 acres of 
Bluegrcas land. 



Beginning early in the year and con- 
tinuing until late in the Nil tomatoes 
are shipped commercially from over 
half of the states of the Union. There 
is probably no other perishable vegetable 
commonly grown out of doors in the 
United States which appears on the 
market through a longer season than 
does the tomato.

BUILDING GOOD ROADS 

More than 80 counties in Ken- 
tucky are actually at work building 
roads under state supervision and 
with state aid. Twenty other coun- 
ties have asked for and been grant- 
ed such aid and are now preparing 
to begin work. The state-wide road 
building movement is on in earnest, 
and it is here to stay. 

At the two penitentiaries,* at 
Frankfort and Eddyville, there are 
2,000 men convicts. A large pro- 
portion of that number are phy- 
sically capable of working on the 
roads. Instead of being so worked, 
they are let out to prison con- 
tractors at an annual loss to the 
state. 

At the coming election, a consti- 
tutional amendment to work the con- 
victs on the roads is to be voted on. 
It has been twice submitted by the 
General Assembly and once adopt- 
ed by the people. That adoption 
was nullified by a failure to adver- 
tise the amendment within the pre- 
scribed 90 days. The necessary ad- 
vertising has now been done. The 
whole question is in the hands of 
the voters, and both political par- 
ties have declared for adoption 
in their state platforms. 

The prison contractor is opposed 
to adoption. It will put an end to 
his profits. Organized labor is a 
unit on wanting to see the amend- 
ment adopted. It will put an end 
to convict competition with free 
labor. It will put men at work on 
the roads where there is now a 
scarcity of labor. 

In the state of Virginia, it was 
found that convict labor effected a 
saving of $1,500 a mile in the cost 
of building roads. In a score of 
other states, where this labor is 
used, it has been demonstrated that 
roads can be built with contract 
labor at half the cost of free labor. 

Convict labor on the roads has 
proved good for the state and good 
for the convict. It has helped him 
physically and morally. It has, in 
many instances, restored him to 
good citizenship, and a convict re- 
stored to good citizenship is an 
asset; a convict released to follow 
a life of crime is a liability. 

If Kentucky wants the advantages 
that come from convict labor on 
the roads, all that will be necessary 
will be to vote Yes for the amend- 
ment. If Kentucky prefers to let 
the prison contractor get richer at 
her expense by continuing in effect 
a system of slavery, the amendment 
will be defeated. 

But the voter who goes to the 
polls and fails to vote on the amend- 
ment will overlook an opportunity 
to do his county and the state good 
service.

There arenow 2,000,000,000 men in En 
rope who have suffered the loss of limbs 
faculties, or both as a result oi injury in 
the war, according to Frank G Gilbreth, 
or Providence, R. L, who has just re- 
turned from Germany, where he has 
been studying methods for giving em- 
ployment to cripples. Mr. Gilbreth has 
been requested by Germany to instruct 
a corps of teachers how to enable 
cripple fighting men to become produc- 
tive members of society after the war. 

A paper by Mr. Gilbreth, read before 
the society of American engineers said 
that (he problem of designing machines 
for cripples must be solved in the Dear 
future.

MADAME ROSIKA SCHWIMMER, of Buda Pest, Hungary, will deliver 
her wonderful address on Peace at the suffrage convention in Lexington, 
Tuesday, November 9. Madame Schwimmer came to this country in 
1914 as the representative of the women's organizations of many countries to 
plead for concerted intervention of the neutral nations for cessation of hostil- 
ities in Europe. None who heard her fiery eloquence, her impassioned plead- 
ing, her description of what she said wa3 not war but "the destruction of 
Europe and of civilization" can soon forget. After the International Con- 
gress of Women at The Hague Madame Schwimmer was one of the delegation 
of three women, of whom Jane Addanis is the one best known to Americans, 
to wait upon the rulers of six European countries. 




MRS. SAMUEL HENNING, 

Of Louisville, Auditor of the K. E. R. 
A., was Miss Judia Duke, daughter of 
General Basil Duke, himself a believer 
in woman suffrage, as are many of the 
Confederate veterans of Kentucky, and 
a niece of that other beloved Confed- 
erate leader, John Morgan. Mrs. Hen- 
ning has recently concluded a term as 
President of the Louisville Woman 
Suffrage Association. 

Ministers Endorse Suffrage. 

The ministers of the Northern Meth- 
odist Church of Kentucky adopted in 
September strong resolutions endors- 
ing woman suffrage. At the state con- 
vention of the Christian Church even 
more ringing and specific resolutions 
were adopted. With the moral 
forces of the state lining up in active 
support of the woman suffrage cause, 
the question will soon become a "par- 
amount issue' 1 in Kentucky. The Ken- 
tucky Federation of Labor stands al- 
ways for suffrage. The Kentucky Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs, numbering 
18,000 women, has repeatedly endorsed 
woman suffrage. 



MRS. T. J. SMITH, 

Of Frankfort, is the state member for 
the K. E. R. A. of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Woman Suf- 
frage Association. She is the niece of 
Miss Laura Clay. The life-long Inter- 
est of her mother and her aunts in 
the suffrage cause has been inherited 
by Mrs. Smith. As former President 
of the Federation of Women's Clubs 
and as the wife of the State Bank Ex- 
aminer, Mrs. Smith Has come into con- 
tact with and made friends of per- 
sons in every part of Kentucky.

PRISON FARM 
SHOWS PROFIT 



Experiment of Board of Prison 
Commissioners Solves 
Problem 



MEANS SAVING TO TAXPAYERS 



Interesting Statement Issued by War- 
den A. J. G. Wells, of the Kentucky 
State Reformatory — State Farm 
Shows Profit of 94,826.81 During 
Fourteen Months. 

Frankfort, Ky. — (Special.) — The ex- 
periment of employing the prisoners of 
the state on the State Farm seems, to 
be a decided success. After a thor- 
ough trial of the plan of the Board of 
Prison Commissioners and Warden 
Wells, there is a net profit to the state 
of $4,826.81 in fourteen months. 

At the request of R. C. Terrell, Com- 
missioner of Roads, A. J.G.Wells, War- 
den of the Kentucky State Reforma- 
tory, has prepared a statement cover- 
ing the period the plan has been in op- 
eration. Warden Wells covers his two 
years' experience with a limited num- 
ber of prisoners on the State Farm. 
Mr. Wells said in part: 

"The Legislature of 1914 authorized 
by law the lease of a farm, with an 
option of purchase at the end of the 
lease. In accordance therewith; the 
Board of Prison Commissioners, on 
recommendation of myself, as Warden, 
and with the approval of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners, of which the 
Governor is a member, leased the Mas- 
tin farm, consisting of 462 acres, about 
1% miles from the prison, and in the 
bend of the Kentucky river, just op- 
posite the new capitol, for an annual 
rental of $3,000 per year. The Legis- 
lature adjourned on March 19, 1914, 
negotiations were carried on with sev- 
eral landowners and a contract con- 
cluded, and prisoners were put to work 
on the farm April 10, 1914. This, of 
course, was too late to get the best 
results the first year. This late 
start, which was unavoidable, and the 
severe drouth which followed, made it 
a trying test for the first year, but in 
spite of both of these serious handi- 
caps, even this year made a most sat- 
isfactory showing. 

"A summary of expenditures and re- 
ceipts of the farm, from April, 1914, to 
July 1, 1915, shows a net gain on July 
1, 1915, of $4,826.81, after charging the 
farm with all labor at the same av- 
erage price paid inside the prison. 
Moreover, this net gain dses not take 
into account many crops that had not 
developed sufficiently for accurate in- 
voice on said date. These crops are 
as follows: 10 acres of tobacco, 25 
acres of late Irish potatoes, 1 acre of 
sweet potatoes, 8 acres sugar cane, 7 
acres turnips, 2% acres cabbage, 15 
acres beans, 5 acres greens, % acre 
cucumbers, 1 acre carrots, 6 acres 
melons. 

"The season since July 1 has con- 
tinued good, and the products above 
named have added very materially to 
the balance above stated. We have, 
since July 1, put up for use in the 
prison 12,000 gallon cans of beans, to- 
matoes, corn and apples. All the cattle 
and hogs are slaughtered at the farm, 
and sold to the prison at less price 
than the packing houses furnish other 
state institutions similarly situated. 
The meats,. vegetables and other prod- 
ucts are served fresh, and are alto- 
gether more wholesome and palatable 
than from the packers' cold storage. 
The better health of the prison popu- 
lation resulting is within itself a large 
asset. 

"The farm, on account or its prox- 
imity to the prison and its splendid 
isolation, is ideally located. There are 
on the farm inexhaustible ledges of 
limestone, and within a few feet of a 
railroad and the Kentucky river. A 
rock crusher of sufficient capacity at 
this point, operated by prison labor, 
could easily supply a large demand for 
road material throughout the state. 

"The railroad and river facilities for 
shipment should insure reasonable 
transportation rates. In my opinion, 
there is no place in the market which 
furnishes so many attractive features 
as this one for farming on a small 
scale, and for the production and trans- 
portation of road material, by the use 
of prison labor. 

"It might be interesting in this con- 
nection to state that out of 179 pris- 
oners sent to the farm at different 
times, only 4 have escaped, and 2 of 
them returned. These prisoners re- 
main at the farm at night, and, while 
they are under the direction and guard 
of Capt. J. P. Schnorbus, they have, 
necessarily, many opportunities to es 
cape. If they were so inclined. I do 
not mean by this statement, however, 
to indicate that prisoners, indiscrim- 
inately, can be trusted on the outside. 
We have attempted, as far as surround- 
ing circumstances would permit, to ex- 
ercise good judgment in their selec- 
tion for this work. My estimate is 
that possibly 25 per cent of the prison 
population could be worked on the out- 
side in farming and the production of 
road material, with reasonable safety, 
under proper, careful and humane di- 
rection. A great deal will depend 
upon the plan adopted and selection of 
the agent, or agents, who shall exe- 
cute the plan. 

"If such a venture Is to be made by 
the state, a bill should be carefully 
darwn, after mature consultation with 
those who have bad actual and suc- 
cessful experience in the handling of 
prisoners, and before the meeting of 
the. Legislature. No half-baked, hasti 
ly-considered legislation should be 
passed in this connection."

Following a charming description of the 
national beauties and acquired advantages 
of the little city "lying at the foothills of 
the Cumberland Mountains," Judge Lilly 
took up in brief detail the several divisions 
of his subject, giving in the simplest and 
clearest way, much information on each. 
He illustrated very wittily the difference 
between a law and an ordinance. 
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He instanced the law-forbidding pro- 
fanity upon the streets and requiring the 
daily sweeping of the pavements as exam- 
ples of "Dead Letter Laws." 

A point most interesting to the audience 
was the statement that the city of Rich- 
mond pays one sixth of all the taxes of 
Madison county, yet draws nothing from 
the county while the county does profit 
from the city taxes. 

Referring to "Bootlegging" in the city 
and "Election Frauds" in the district, 
Judge said: the people wanted a general 
enforcement of all the laws, rather than 
the punishment of "specialties" in offenses. 
He added, "there are infringers of the law 
in Richmond, compared to whom the 
"Bootlegger" is an angel. 

To the world-old-question, "am I my 
brother's .keeper," the answer is "yes" but 
unless the people of any community car- 
rise to a full sense of their individual re 
sponsibility there is small hope that the 
laws will be enforced. 

By a rising vote of thanks, the Club 
Members expressed their sincere apprecia- 
ion of Judge Lilly s frank, bold, yet grace- 
ful address.

THE suffrage map of 1916 may show four more "free." white states. New 
Jersey votes on the question of woman suffrage on October 19. New 
York and Pennsylvania at the November elections. The most significant 
events of the past week are the announcements by President Woodrow 
Wilson, Hon. Undley M. Garrison. Secretary of War. and Joseph P. Tumulty, 
secretary to President Wilson, that as citizens of New Jersey they would on 
October 19 cast their ballots for woman suffrage and similar announcements 
from Mr. McAdoo. Secretary- of the Treasury and son-in-law of the President, 
from Mr. Redfield, Secretary of Commerce, and from Mr. Wilson, Secretary 
of Labor. 

In short. President Wilson, his private secretary and every member of 
his Cabinet coming from a "campaign" state has declared his intention of 
voting for woman suffrage this fall. It looks as If the Democrats of the nation 
were coming out for democracy! What are the Democrats of the Kentucky 
Legislature going to do about it? 

President Wilson begins his statement: "I intend to vote for woman 
suffrage in New Jersey because I believe that the time has come to extend 
that privilege and responsibility to the women of the state." 




MRS. E. L. HUTCHINSON, 

Of Lexington, First Vice President of 
the K. E. R. A., has recently been 
elected President of the Fayette Equal 
Rights Association. Mrs. Hutchinson 
is arranging for a series of ten lec- 
tures for Mrs. Philip Snowden under 
the auspices of the suffrage organiza- 
tions of Kentucky. Dates so far ar- 
ranged are: Covington. Nov. 5th; Rich 
mond. 6th; Lexington, 8th; Frankfort, 
12th; Louisville. 14th; Owensboro, 
18th; Paducah, 19th. Some dates are 
still open. Though Mrs. Snowden has 
to break her Kentucky trip to keep en- 
gagements in Cleveland, Cincinnati 
and Chicago, any town desiring Mrs. 
Snowden should apply to Mrs. E. L. 
Hutchinson. Lexington, Ky., for terms 
and dates. 



"THE TIME HAS COME." 

— President Woodrow Wilson. 

A bill to submit to the voters of 
Kentucky an amendment to the con- 
stitution granting suffrage to women 
will be presented at the next Legisla- 
ture. The submission of the question 
was endorsed by the Republican party 
in convention assembled. The Prohi- 
bition and Socialist parties stood, as 
they have always stood, for the prin- 
ciple of woman suffrage. The plat- 
form of the Progressive party adopted 
at Its convention in Louisville contains 
this plank: "We desire to reiterate 
our belief in the Just principle of wo- 
man suffrage and urge upon the next 
Legislature to submit the question to 
the voters of Kentucky." 

The Democratic party is the only 
one in Kentucky which has failed to 
include a woman suffrage plank in its 
platform. The women of Kentucky 
will, nevertheless, appeal with some 
confidence to the Democratic mem- 
bers of the next Legislature to pass 
a submission bill, especially since the 
declaration of President Wilson and 
all the members of his Cabinet In 
states where the question is to be put 
to the issue this fall, that the woman 
suffrage question should be settled by 
appeal to the voters of each state.

Mrs. Harry Whiteside, of 
Louisville, another Kentuckian, has 
been rendering signal service In the 
New Jersey campaign and will go later 
to New York.

Lesson V.— Fourth Quarter, For 
Oct. 31, 1915. 



Text of the Lesson, II Kings xi, 4-12. 
Memory Verses, 11, 12— Golden Text, 
Prov. xiv, 11 — Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

Apart from the story of Ahab we 
have only considered the lives of Jero- 
boam, who made Israel to sin, and that 
of good King Asa. The story of the 
ten tribes and their kings was bad ail 
through, and. although Jehu destroyed 
Baal out of Israel, yet he took no heed 
to walk In the law of the Lord God of 
Israel with all his heart, but departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam (II 
Kings x, 31). As to Judah. the two 
tribes, Jchoshnphat. who succeeded his 
father. Asa. was a good king on the 
whole, but his fellowship with the king 
of Israel was bad, aud he was reproved 
for It in these words: "Sliouldest thou 
help the ungodly aud love them that 
hate the Lord?" (II Cliron. xviil, 1; 
six. 2.) See also II Cliron. xx. 35. 
Jehoslmphat was succeeded by his son. 
Jehoruni, who reigned only eight years, 
but mude his mark decidedly for evil, 
for he married the daughter of that 
wicked pair. Ahab aud Jezebel, aud 
walked in the ways of the kings of 
Israel like the house of Ahab. He suf- 
fered terribly iu bis body and from his 
enemies, according to a message from 
the Lord by Elijah, and departed with- 
out lx>lng desired (II Chmn. xxl. i. 6; 
xii, IS; xviii. 30). All his sous were 
slain except the youngest. Ahnziab. aud 
he became king at the age of forty- 
two and reigned only oue year. He 
walked In the ways of the house of 
Ahab. for liU mother, Atlialiah. nnd 
others of the house of Ahab were 
his counselors to do wickedly (II 
Cliron. xxll, 1-4). He was slain by 
Jehu, and when his mother saw that 
her son was deml she slew all the seed 
royal of the house of Jiitlnh. or thoagbt 
she did. But the living God. who will 
let nothing of His word full to the 
earth, was watching over the seed of 
the kingdom (II Kings x. 10; xi. 1. 
margin). 

The sister of Ahazlah. who was the 
wife of JeboiadS) the priest, somehow 
stole the tmby Joash and hid him and 
his nurse in a lK-dcbamber in the house 
of God for six years, during which 
time A Hit Hah reigned over the land, 
and what a reicn it must have been! 
• II Kings xi. 2. S; II Cliron. xxil, 10-12.) 
But Iu Ave time deliverance always 
i-ouies, and In the seventh year Jeholad:; 
the priest arranged to have Joash pro- 
claimed king, taking every precaution 
to have everything done in due order 
nnd to preveut any niiscarriuge of 
events. He gathered the Levi tea and 
the rulers and the captains by hun- 
dreds in the house of the Lord ami 
showed them the king's sou and said, 
"Behold, the king's son sball reign, as 
the Lord hath said of the sons of Da- 
vid." and all the congregation made n 
covenant with the king in the house 
of God (verse 4 aud II Chron. xxlU. 
1-3). As one day Is with the Lord ns 
a thousand years and a thousand years 
as one day, one cannot help thinking 
of the seventh thousand years when 
the devil, whom Atlialiah so well repre- 
sented, shall be shut tip iu the pit aud 
there shall be a fulfillment of the words 
"Yet have 1 set my King upon my holy 
hill of Zion" (Ps. ii. 0). All through 
the book there are so many foreshad- 
owfnga of the coining kingdom upon 
which our hearts should be constantly 
set. for ull the sufferings of this pres- 
ent time arc not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory that sball be re- 
vealed in us (Bom. vill, IS). Jebolada 
arranged all in their places, with In- 
structions to those with weapons to 
compass the king roundabout, nnd he 
brought forth the king's son and anoint- 
ed Urn, crowned hlin. gave him the 
testimony and made him king, the peo- 
ple clapping their hands and saying. 
"God save the king" (verses 8. 11, 12). 
Jehotada made a covenant between the 
Lord and the king and the i>cojile that 
they should be the Lord's people, and 
all the people of the land n joiced. and 
the < ily was quiet. 

JoaMi was seven years old when be 
began to reign (ver-os 17. 20, 21). They 
broke down the bouse of Baal aud 
broke in pieces thoroughly his altars 
aud his images and slew Athallah. that 
wicked woman with the sword, and 
the priest appointed otllcers over the 
house of the Lord (verses 18. 20). It 
must have seenied like a change from 
hell to heaven for the people of Judah. 
What will it be for the whole world 
when a king shall reign In righteous- 
ness, and the work of righteousness 
shall l>e peace, and the effect of right- 
eousness quietness and assurance for- 
ever! (Isa. xxxll. 1. 17.) The readers 
of these lesson notes may think that 1 
quote some passages very often, but 
It ts because they mean «o much to 
me. They are my meat and drink. 
May they all mean more to each of us! 
Joasb is the youngest king of whom 
we teaA. but good King Josiah was 
but one year older when he began to 
reign (II Kings xxil. 1). Every good 
king was In some measure a type of 
Him who when He was but a babe 
was worshiped as King of the Jews 
(Matt. ii. 1. 2. 11). but who is still 
waiting for His kingdom. Joash was 
wonderfully preserved that the word 
of the Lord concerning David and his. 
kingdom might not fall, nnd we may 
be quite certain that the other assur- 
ances to David which are hot yet ful- 
filled shall be fulfilled to the letter In 
God's own good time and way. The 
promises of God are absolute certain- 
ties, and we may rest our whole 
weight upon .them. 



EXERCIS E FOR BEAUTY. 

The Wise Woman Never Closes Her 
Eyes to Defects. 

The wise woman stands before her 
mirror every now and then and care- 
fully scana her figure to discover any 
flaws that may be corrected. To ikj 
this satisfactorily It Is necessary to 
have a full length mirror and a band 
glass so that you can view yourself 
from every angle possible. 

First notice your carriage. Is it erect 
and graceful, or does It droop forward 
from the waist? In these days It Is 
more apt to be the latter, though fasb 
lou has at last consented to allow us to 
resume an erect carriage. If you have 
a disfiguring stoop correct it ut once. 

It may be necessary to wear shoulder 
braces, which can be purchased at any 
drug store and are Inexpensive. 

Some of you will find a roll of super 
fluous fat between the shoulders which 
produces the effect of round shoulders 
To correct this blemish throw awaj 
your pillow and sleep with your head 
and feet on the same level. Then cult! 
vate the habit of standing erect and ex- 
ercising whenever you have the oppor- 
tunity, using this movement: Stand 
with the body erect and Stretch the 
arms out ou a level with the tdioulders 
and twirl them rapidly backward. 

There is a preparation which will re 
duce this accumulation of Mesh if It Is 
applied every night, rubbing it thor- 
oughly into tile llesh. It Is made of 
twelve ounces of alcohol and one ounce 
of Iodine. 

Many of you will find that your limbs 
are out of proportion; some will be too 
heavy, while others are too thin. To 
reduce the bulk of fai and make the 
muscles solid walk whenever you can 
and exercise by using such movements 
as will briug into play the muscles o.'' 
the lowPr limbs. 

To add llesh to the limbs massage 
them with olive or almond oil. 

If your hips are out of pro[K>rtton 
your figure is unattractive. Fashion 
tuny demand straight lines one season 
aud a small waist the next, but the 
ideal size of the hips does not vary. 

If you have ever made a study of the 
old Greek statues you could not help 
being Impressed by the beauty of the 
bip lines. The hip bones should be 
well covered, but there should be no 
flabby fat. If your lfips are too large 
the only help for you Is iu exercise and 
massage. It Is useless to diet; for you 
will only make the ha lance of your 
body proportionately thin, and the hips 
will still be a blemish. 

In case you are not familiar with ex- 
ercising here Is a series of movements 
that will help In the hip reduction 
process: Stand erect, with heels to- 
gether and bunds placed tirtnly upon 
the hips. Swing the right leg slowly 
sldewisc, raising the foot as high as 
you can. Allow the weight of the 
body to rest entirely on the left foot 
while doing this exercise. Now kick 
for twenty times or more until the 
muscles are'tintl; then shift the weight 
over to the right foot and kick iu the 
same fashion with the left. 

Stand with your weight on one foot 
and raise the foot slowly until it is on n 
level with the trunk. Lower the foot 
and continue the exercise until you are 
fatigued. Repeat the exercise with the 
other leg. 

Stand erect and take the position 
that a swimmer assumes when he Is 
ready to dive. Bend the trunk for- 
ward without bending the knees and 
touch the finger tips to the floor. When 
yon feel tired stop and rest. This same 
exercise will keep down abdominal fat. 

Always rcineinlier if you desire to 
have a supple, graceful, beautifully 
formed body you must exercise. So 
make It a part of your daily life to 
correct the defects which detract from 
your attractiveness.

USES FOR CHERRIES. 

Cherry Tarts. 
Make a paste of one pint of pitted 
cherries, a cupful of sugar and half a 
cupful of water. Fill tart shells neir- 
ly full with this mixture and serve 
with crcum. 

Cherry Kisses. 
Remove the soft part of some me- 
ringue kissfca freshly made from the 
whites of eggs and |iowdcred sugar. 
Place Iu the cavities pitted cherries 
that have beou well sweetened, fill 
with sweetened and flavored whipped 
cream and serve at once. 

Frozen Cherries. 
Boil a cupful of sugar and two of 
water for about ten minutes. Add two 
cupfuls of cherry pulp that has been 
run through a colander. Four Into the 
freezer aud chill; then add the U-nteu 
whites of two eggs aud freeze. Serve 
with a large cherry on the lop of each 
portion. 

Cherry Sauce. 
Cover a pint of cherries with a pint 
of water, add two cloves ami simmer. 
When the cherries are soft rub them 
through a sieve, return to t lie lire, add 
a teaspoonful or flour blende 1 with a 
tablespooufuf of butter, a little salt 
and cook two minutes. Stir in the 
Juice of a lemon. Serve hot. Two 
tablespoonfuls ot claret add to this 
sauce if there Is no objection to the use 
of the w lue.
